Splendid  generalizations  are  a national  characteristic.  Americans  find  nothing  odd  about 
christening  the  winners  in  a series  of  team  encounters  fought  entirely  within  the  boundaries 
of  this  country,  “The  Champions  of  the  World”.  Nevertheless  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  say 
that  the  1960’s  were  the  most  remarkable  ten  years  in  the  history  of  the  hobby.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  collectors  amounted  to  a numismatic  population  explosion  of  truly  specta- 
cular proportions,  both  here  and  abroad.  As  a result  prices  spiraled  and  fine  coins  became 
harder  to  find.  The  combined  impact  of  a sudden  speculative  demand  for  rolls  and  bags 
created  a crisis  in  the  circulating  medium,  forced  the  U.  S.  Treasury  to  remove  mintmarks, 
from  the  coins,  build  new  mint  facilities  and  suspend  the  production  of  the  popular  proof 
sets.  The  same  period  saw  the  rise  and  fall  of  Mr.  Leland  Howard  who,  during  the  latter  part 
of  his  career  in  the  Treasury,  irrationally  and  arbitrarily  managed  to  interfere  with  the 
individual  citizen’s  right  to  collect  gold  coins,  ostensibly  for  reasons  of  higher  economics 
which  were  not  at  all  relevant.  Last  but  hardly  least,  the  decade  saw  the  disappearance  of 
silver  from  our  coinage. 

The  new  demand  for  coins  was  met  by  a parallel  expansion  in  the  dealer  group  not 
always  with  happy  results.  Many  of  these  men  were  former  collectors  in  their  own  right  and 
had  some  basic  numismatic  knowledge.  Many  more  were  simply  drawn  to  what  looked  like 
another  fast  buck  market  from  rather  diverse  backgrounds.  At  least  one  of  the  latter  group, 
whose  mug  was  publicized  in  Post  Offices  across  the  land  because  he  was  wanted  for  mail 
fraud,  had  been  a “Restaurant  waiter  and  short  order  cook”.  It  followed  that  many  of  the 
new  dealers  were  not  equipped  to  handle  coins,  apart  from  their  talents  as  overly  sharp 
operators.  The  collector  had  grounds  for  dissatisfaction. 

Like  every  other  penny  the  coin  had  two  sides.  No  dealer  has  been  without  fault  but 
the  clients  frequently  gave  the  most  experienced  a great  many  unexpected  headaches.  The 
growing  popularity  of  coin  Auction  Sales  provides  a good  example  of  one  of  these  head- 
aches. It  should  be  obvious  that  a coin  Auction  cannot  be  equated  with  a country  Sale  in  the 
backwoods  of  New  England.  The  merchandise,  sooner  or  later,  has  an  absolute  value.  1 he 
dealer,  as  auctioneer,  is  required  to  protect  his  consignors,  and  does.  Yet  the  administrative 
burdens  of  running  a Sale  are  often  increased  beyond  reason  by  the  many  who 
submit  a vast  quantity  of  minimal  bids  representing  only  a fractional  value  of  the  material 
being  offered.  If  we  have  one  thought  for  the  ensuing  decade  it  is  simply  this:  Never  submit 
Auction  bids  so  low  you’d  regard  anyone  offering  you  similar  prices  for  your  own  coins  as 
being  out  of  his  head. 
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THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  ISI.AMIC  COINAGE  TYPES

This  article  is  an  attempt  to  look  at  the  historic  origin  of  the  Islamic  coinage  types, 
and  to  show  their  relation  to  the  idea  that  coinage,  especially  in  the  Middle  East,  mirrors 
cultural  growth.  In  an  attempt  to  prove  this  point,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pay  some  attention 
to  the  coins  of  those  empires  in  the  Middle  East  which  preceded  Islam  in  order  to  show  how 
the  same  process  had  already  been  in  operation  in  the  area. 

The  coinage  of  Islam  is  a hybrid  of  all  the  pre-Islamic  coinages  of  the  Middle  East 
because  this  area  of  the  world,  more  than  any  other,  has  been  a ground  for  crosscultural 
mi.xing  and  modifying  in  almost  all  aspects  of  life.  This  cultural  inter-play  came  about  as  a 
result  of  contact  between  empires  through  trade  and  war,  through  migrations,  and  the  spread- 
ing of  religions  either  by  faith  or  the  sword.  This  process  resulted  in  hybrid  cultures,  and 
quite  naturally,  in  hybrid  monetary  systems  and  coinage  types,  since  coins  are  reflections  of 
more  general  cultural,  political  and  economic  trends.

In  the  earliest  coinage  of  a large  empire,  that  of  the  Achaemenian  Persians,  it  appears 
that  the  very  idea  of  coinage  was  borrowed  from  Lydia  when  Cyrus  defeated  Croesus  in 
546  B.C.  This  early  Persian  coinage  imitated  the  Lydian  type  in  weight  and  shape,  but  took 
as  its  design  the  figure  of  the  Persian  King,  much  like  that  used  on  earlier  Assyrian  bas-reliefs. 

With  the  take-over  of  the  idea  of  coinage  from  the  Lydians  and  the  imitative  use  of 
the  “Great  King”  motif  of  the  Assyrians,  we  have  the  first  example  of  the  historical  trend 
this  paper  will  trace;  the  phenomenon  in  the  Middle  East  of  a new  cultural  rising,  first 
imitating  older,  more  established  coinage  types,  and  then  creating  its  own  distinctive  coinage. 
Ghirshman  in  his  book  Iran  makes  a point  which  is  true  of  most  of  the  subsequent  Middle 
Eastern  empires: 

'A 

“From  the  beginning  of  their  civilization,  the  Persians  showed  the  originality  of  their 
creative  spirit,  which  could  adopt  a foreign  idea  and  yet  reshape  it  along  the  lines 
of  their  own  genius. 

I he  distinctive  Persian  coinage  remained  the  standard  of  the  Middle  East  until  the 
Alexandrian  coinage  spread  through  the  area  in  the  wake  of  the  Macedonian  conquest.  This 
new  coinage,  in  its  pure  form,  lasted  only  a short  time  after  Alexander’s  death.  His  successors, 
the  Seleucids,  Ptolemies,  and,  finally,  the  Parthians,  imitated  the  Alexandrian  coinage  at 
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first,  but  sDon  developed  their  own  unique  types.  The  early  imitative  examples  exist  in 
abundance.  Hie  idealized  head  of  Alexander  was  copied  in  Syria  and  Hgypt  until  the  dynasties 
became  established,  and  then  began  to  develop  hybrid  types  portraying  the  Seleucids  and 
l^tolemies  in  local  art  styles  which  still,  of  course,  copied  some  Cireek  forms.  The  sealed  Jupiter 
reverse  type  of  Alexander's  coins  was  copied  until  Antiochus  introduced  the  “.Apollo  seated 
on  the  omphalos”  type  which  became  the  standard  reverse  on  Seleucid  and  even  Parthian 
coins.  (No.  1 and  2).  This  type,  by  the  time  of  the  Parthian  king  Volageses  III  some  four- 
hundred  fifty  years  after  Antiochus,  had  become  a meaningless  jumble  of  figure  and  inscrip- 
tion, more  Parthian-oriental  than  Seleucid-Greek.  (No.  3).  The  Parthian  coin  portraiture 
was  at  first  merely  a copy  of  Seleucid  style,  but  it  too  developed  into  a native  Parthian  art 
style,  as  Parthian  culture  became  creative  rather  than  imitative.  Only  the  ever-present  diadem 
remained  on  the  portraits  to  show  the  Seleucid-Greek  influence,  lust  as  Seleucid  coin  types 
developed  from  Alexandrian  types,  so  did  Parthian  coins  evolve  from  Seleucid  pieces. 


Following  the  Parthians,  the  next  important  hybrid  coinage  in  the  Middle  East  prior 
to  the  Muslims  was  that  of  the  Sassanians.  It  derived  almost  exclusively  from  Parthian  types, 
and  lasted  from  the  end  of  the  Arsacid  Parthian  dynasty  in  224  A.D.,  to  the  Islamic  conquest 
of  the  Sassanian  slate  in  651  A.D.  This  coinage  was  mainly  silver,  and  along  with  the 
Byzantine  gold  solidus,  constituted  the  money  of  the  Middle  East  until  well  into  the  Muslim 
period.  The  early  Sassanian  portraiture  was  definitely  Parthian,  using  the  same  denied  tiara 
and  bearded  heads  as  its  predecessor.  (No.  4).  The  reverse  was  changed,  and  the  degenerate 
“Apollo-omphalos”  type  was  replaced  by  the  Sassanian  Zoroastrian  fire-altar,  the  standard

reverse  for  all  subsequent  Sassanian  coinage.  (No.  5).  Again,  the  purely  imitative  had  given 
way  to  a new  blended  culture  which  produced  its  own  distinctive  coins. 

So  far  in  our  brief  survey  of  some  twelve-hundred  years  of  coinage  in  the  Middle 
East  — from  Achaemenian  Persian  to  Sassanian  — it  has  been  quite  apparent  that  the  coin- 
ages of  the  empires  between  600  B.C.  and  600  A.D.  were  at  first  imitative  and  then  original. 
This  was  the  result  of  rising  states  copying  surrounding  cultures,  and  then,  through  modification 
and  native  genius,  creating  a distinct  culture  of  their  own.  The  stages  of  cultural  synthesis 
are  shown  in  the  development  of  the  coinage.  It  would  not  seem  unlikely,  given  this  tradi- 
tion, to  find  Islamic  monetary  types  following  a similar  pattern.  Such  a trend  does,  indeed, 
exist,  and  it  is  illustrated  many  times  over  by  the  various  invaders  and  petty  dynasts  of  the 
Islamic  world,  who  first  imitated,  and  then  if  they  survived,  originated  coinage  types.  Ihe 
earliest  issues  of  Islam,  dating  between  the  Hegira  of  622  A.D.  and  the  Coinage  Reform  of 
Abd  al-Malik  in  696  A.D.,  are  completely  imitative,  and  based  on  the  types  of  the  Sassanian 
and  Byzantine  empires  which  Islam  had  encroached  upon.  In  the  east,  the  Sassanian  silver 
drachm  was  imitated  extensively,  the  most  common  Arab  copies  were  of  the  plentiful  coins 
of  the  last  Sassanian  king,  Yezdigird  III,  or  the  famous  Chosroes  II.-  These  Arab-Sassanian 
coins  were  exactly  like  the  purely  Sassanian  coins  except  for  the  replacement  of  the  original 
legends  with  Arabic  inscriptions.  (No.  6). 
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The  practical  reasons  for  this  blatant  copying  of  a rival’s  coinage  were  important.  First 
of  all  was  the  problem  of  acceptance.  As  has  been  stated  earlier,  the  Sassanian  silver,  along 
with  the  Byzantine  gold,  had  been  the  main  media  of  exchange  in  much  of  Asia  for  some 
three-hundred  years.  A new  coinage  would  be  regarded  with  suspicion,  particularly  since  Islam 
was  not  yet  strongly  established.  This  problem  of  acceptance  proved  to  be  so  important  that 
the  Arab-Sassanian  coins  were  still  struck  as  late  as  the  reign  of  Harun  al-Rashid  in  the 
ninth  century  for  circulation  in  the  less  Islamicized  provinces  of  the  Far  East.  In  addition,  the 
Arab  governors  of  the  Sassanian  march  lands  often  owed  token  allegiance  to  the  Sassanians 
before  the  conquest,  and  perhaps  the  Arab-Sassanian  coins  met  some  such  duty  of  homage. 
Other  factors  are  also  apparent:  the  Arabs  had  no  other  coinage  forms  to  draw  on,  for  they 
were  a developing  culture  relegated  by  necessity  to  copying  other  art  forms  before  they  were 
able  to  produce  their  own.  John  Walker  describes  these  pieces  as  Muhammadan  coins  with 
Arabic  or  Pehlevi  legends  “struck  after  the  Sassanian  fashion”  with  conventional  portrait  on 
the  obverse,  and  usually  a firealtar  with  attendants  on  the  reverse: 

“Such  were  the  coins  issued  by  the  Arabs  who  assumed  the  government  of  the 
Sassanian  provinces  after  the  overthrow  of  that  great  monarchy.  For  close  on  two 
hundred  years  this  national  coin  type  persisted  in  the  Eastern  Provinces  of  the 
Caliphate  until  in  a very  debased  form  of  its  original  character  it  found  its  final 
expression  in  the  native  currency  of  Bukhara  under  the  Abbasids.’’^

In  the  west,  Islam  expanded  into  Byzantine  territories.  The  Arabs  kept  the  administrative 
and  financial  systems  they  found  in  their  new  lands,  whether  Sassanian  or  Byzantine,  thus 
providing  another  expedient  for  retaining  the  established  coinage  types.  In  the  former  Byzan- 
tine lands,  the  Arabs  introduced  an  Arab-Byzantine  coinage  which  was  of  gold  and  copper 
and  hence  imitative  in  both  metals  and  designs  of  the  Byzantine  coins. 

One  of  the  most  common  Arab-Byzantine  types  was  a copy  of  the  bronze  40  nummia 
piece  of  Justin  II,  which  showed  the  emperor  and  empress  on  the  obverse,  and  the  Greek 
numeral  “m”  (40)  on  the  reverse.  (No.  7 and  8).  Another  type  often  imitated  was  the  40 
nummia  of  Heraclius,  with  the  emperor  standing  holding  cross  and  globe.  The  Arabs  copied 
other  coins  of  Heraclius  and  his  family,  and  these  pieces  along  with  the  others  just  described 
constitute  the  Arab-Byzantine  coinage  which  dates  circa  635-695  A.D.^  These  coins  have 
Graeco-Latin  legends,  usually  blundered,  and  bits  of  Arabic  on  the  reverse. 

The  Arab-Sassanian  and  Arab-Byzantine  coinages  represent  the  first  stage  in  Islamic 
coinage  and  culture;  the  imitative.  The  next  stage  of  Islamic  coinage  is,  as  Carson  writes, 
“derivative  rather  than  purely  imitative.”  (Carson,  p.  477).  This  series  has  the  standing  caliph 
figure  on  the  obverse,  derived  from  the  standing  emperor  type,  but  the  Byzantine  emperor’s 
long  cross  is  replaced  with  a sword  which  the  caliph  holds  in  the  attitude  used  when  delivering 
the  Friday  Sermon  in  the  mosque.  (Carson,  p.  477,  and  Walker,  p.  xxix.  The  reverse  on 
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these  Aiab  pieces  copied  the  proper  Byzantine  “m”  which  became  more  and  more  cursive 
and  flowing  in  style,  and  hence,  more  Arabic.  Another  common  reverse,  the  Byzantine  “cross- 
on-steps*’  was  copied,  and  while  the  flight  of  steps  remained  unchanged,  the  Christian  cross 
was  replaced  with  a less  offensive  depiction  of  a pillar  with  a circlet  on  top.  I he  standing 
caliph  type  lasted  until  the  coinage  reform  of  696,  and  was  probably  struck  alongside  the 
Arab-Byzantine  types.  (No.  9 and  10). 

Before  the  reform  there  was  a definite  tendency  for  the  coins  to  have  longer  and  fuller 
Arabic  inscriptions.  Thus  when  the  new  coin  types  were  introduced,  the  figures  on  the  older 
issues  were  replaced  by  additional  legends.  It  was  by  an  evolutionary  process,  then,  that 
the  coins  finally  came  to  reflect  the  orthodox  ban  on  the  reproduction  of  the  human 
form  adopted  in  the  Hadith  literature. 

The  reasons  for  the  coinage  reform  are  quite  apparent.  Holding  with  the  theory  of  this 
paper,  Islamic  culture  was  now  strong  enough  to  assert  itself  and  develop  new,  distinctive 
coin  types,  just  as  the  Scleucids,  I’arthians  and  Sassanians  had  done.  Islam  was  now  a 
growing,  thriving  state  with  a developing  culture  capable  of  self-expression.  The  coinage 
reform  took  place  during  the  caliphate  of  Abd  al-Malik  ibn  Marwan  (685-705  A.D.)  begin- 
ning most  probably  in  696/7  A.D.  (No.  11).  The  traditional  reason  for  the  change  comes  in 
the  relation  of  Abd  al-Malik  with  the  Byzantine  emperor  Justinian  II.  At  this  time  Byzantium 
received  all  its  writing  papyri  from  Muslim-ruled  Egypt.  The  official  headings  on  the  sheets

guaranteeing  their  authenticity  came  to  include  Arabic  inscriptions  proclaiming  the  glory  of 
Mohammed  and  Allah.  These  phrases  were  offensive  to  the  Christians,  who  threatened  to 
retaliate  with  anti-Mohammedan  legends  on  the  Byzanatine  gold  solidus  which  was  still  Egypt’s 
main  currency.  (Walker,  p.  liv).  The  result  was  the  minting  by  the  caliph  of  his  own  coinage. 
No  doubt  certain  factors  entered  into  this  decision.  A purely  Islamic  coinage  would  be  excel- 
lent propaganda  both  for  the  state  and  the  faith.  With  the  new  coins  Islam  announced  her 
cultural  independence.  She  no  longer  had  to  rely  on  another  state’s  art  forms  or  money. 

The  Post-Reform  coinage  consisted  mainly  of  gold  dinars,  silver  dirhems  and  their 
fractions,  and  the  copper  fals.  They  were  struck  at  many  places  over  the  vast  empire.  The 
change-over  from  the  Umayyad  caliphate  to  that  of  the  Abbasid  in  749  A.D.  produced  no 
change  in  the  all-inscription  coin  types  except  for  certain  rearrangements  of  the  religious 
phrases  which  appeared  on  the  coins.  (Carson,  p.  478).  The  classic  Islamic  coin  type  had 
been  created  by  the  Coinage  Reform  and  it  was  to  persist  for  centuries.  (No.  12  and 
13).  These  coins,  while  devoid  of  figures,  are  superb  examples  of  the  art  of  calligraphy 
combined  with  arabesque  and  geometrical  designs.  They  mirror  a distinct  civilization  during 
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its  greatest  age.  As  the  state  matured,  the  coinage,  reflecting  more  general  cultural  trends, 
matured  also. 

Gradual  changes  in  Islamic  coinage  trace  the  decline  of  the  caliphate.  Independent  gov- 
ernors and  foreign  invaders  issued  their  own  coinages,  aways  retaining  part  of  the  classic 
type,  but  often  originating  distinctive  types.  Some  of  these  coinages  were  examples  of  high 
cultures,  such  as  those  of  the  Umayyads  and  Nasrids  in  Spain  and  the  Fatamids  in  Egypt. 
Other  coinages,  less  artistic,  are  mute  testimony  to  the  disintegration  of  the  Islamic  state-as 
witness  the  crude  pieces  of  the  Mamluks,  Ghaznavids  and  the  other  dynasties.

The  development  of  Islamic  coinage  types  falls  into  the  same  two  general  stages  that 
are  apparent  in  other  Middle  Eastern  coinages:  first  imitative  and  then  creative.  While 
most  empires  had  such  an  evolution  occur  only  once,  it  happened  many  times  in  Islamic 
history.  After  the  growth  of  the  classic  Arab  Islamic  state  and  its  subsequent  decline  into 
feudalism,  the  Middle  East  was  the  stage  for  various  invasions,  the  first  being  that  of  the 
Selijuk  Turks  of  Central  Asia.  The  early  Seljuk  coinage  was  not  imitative  mainly  because 
these  non-Arab  conquerors  were  unencumbered  by  Muslim  traditionalism.  They  coined 
crude,  thick  bronze  pieces  which  used  human  and  animal  forms.  The  Seljuks,  however,  soon 
succumbed  to  Islamic  influences  and  religion,  even  to  the  point  of  adhering  to  the  old  pattern 
of  coinage.  The  Great  Seljuks  under  Tughril  Beg  and  Alp-Arslan  in  the  11th  and  12th 
centuries  issued  regular  Islamic  types,  no  doubt  due  to  their  position  as  protectors  of  the 
nominal  Abbasid  caliph  in  Baghdad.  (Carson,  p.  484).  Their  issues  can  only  be  called 
original  in  that  the  pieces  were  so  crudely  done.  The  Seljuk  state  factionized  too  soon  after 
being  absorbed  by  Islamic  culture  to  develop  very  distinctive  coinage  types.

Some  strange  imitation  coinages  did  exist  at  this  time.  The  Urtukids  of  Mesopotamia 
used  figure  types  and  even  directly  copied  a diademed  profile  portrait  from  a silver  tetra- 
drachm  of  a Seleucid  king — a coin  some  fourteen  hundred  years  old!  (Carson,  p.  484). 
They  also  used  a winged  victory  figure  that  is  definitely  Roman-Byzantine.  (No.  14).  Another 
coin  copied  the  bearded  crowned  bust  of  a Sassanian  ruler.  The  Urtukids  were  naturally  more 
influenced  by  contemporary  Byzantine  and  Arab  coins,  which  they  often  copied  by  using 
Byzantine  figures  on  the  obverse  and  a pure  Arabic  all-inscription  reverse. 
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1 he  next  invaders  of  Islam,  the  Mongols,  issued  a coinage  which  was  primarily  inscrip- 
tional  and  imitated  the  Islamic.  This  coinage  soon  multiplied  into  many  issues  as  the  Mongol 
state,  like  the  Seljuk,  broke  into  innumerable  dynasties.  Again,  these  petty  states  were  not 
able  to  last  long  enough  to  create  their  own  types.  Iheir  coins  remained  rough  copies  of 
eiu'Iier  Islamic  and  Seljuk  issues.  It  was  only  in  the  growing  Ottoman  state  founded  on  the 
Sultanate  of  Rum  that  the  usual  pattern  of  Middle  Eastern  coinage  repeated  itself.  The  earliest 
Ottoman  coinage  imitated  Seljuk  and  Mongol  models  (No.  15)  but  as  the  Ottomans  became 
more  traditionally  Islamic  their  coinage  adopted  the  usual  conservative  figureless  pattern,  but

with  a distinct  fabric  and  style  more  Turkish  than  Arabic.  (No.  16).  In  the  Ottoman  coinage, 
as  in  our  other  cases,  we  see  an  imitative  coinage  become  original  as  a new  culture  first 
copied  and  then  developed  its  own  forms,  as  with  the  distinctive  sultan's  cipher  or  “tughra.” 

The  various  coinages  of  Islam  only  continued  the  already  old  Middle  Eastern  habit  of 
cultural  synthesis.  The  first  of  these,  the  Arabic,  was  a hybrid  of  its  Byzantine  and  Sassanian 
predecessors  which  were  in  turn  related  to  the  ancient  coinages  of  the  Persians,  Graeco- 
Romans,  and  Parthians.  Islam,  just  as  each  of  the  empires  before  it,  first  borrowed  its  coin 
types  from  neighboring  states,  and  then  as  it  reached  a period  of  political,  economic  and 
cultural  importance,  developed  its  own  distinctive  coinage.  In  Islam  this  occurrence  happened 
frequently  as  Muslim  states  rose  and  fell.  Some  states  such  as  the  Nasrid  in  Granada  were  able

to  follow  the  prescribed  orthodox  Muslim  coin  types,  and  yet  create  an  artistically  new  style, 
successor  to  the  Arabic  empire  took  the  classical  Islamic  types  and  gave  them  a Turkish  style, 
once  again  creating  a hybrid  coinage  in  the  Middle  East.

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TWO  UNUSUAL  LATIN  AMERICAN  SILVER  COINS

Colombia 

The  first  pesos  of  8 reales  issued  in  Columbia  after  the  expulsion  of  the  Spaniards  in 
1819  and  1820  still  carried  the  name  “NUEVA  GRANADA/’  the  designation  of  the  former 
Captaincy  General.  The  obverse  shows  an  Indian  head  wearing  a feathered  bonnet  with  the 
legend  “LIBERTAD  AMERICANA”  and  the  date  1819  or  1820  below.  On  the  reverse  there 
is  a pomgranate  flanked  by  the  denomination  “8  R,”  with  “NUEVA  GRANADA”  and  the 
AssayeTs  initials  “J.  F.” 

On  December  17,  1819,  Simon  Bolivar  was  responsible  for  the  enactment  of  a funda- 
mental law  uniting  the  republics  of  Nueva  Granada  and  Venezuela  into  one  state  under  his 
presidency  to  be  called  the  Republic  of  Colombia.  The  same  types  of  pesos  were  issued  but 
the  obverse  legend  was  changed  in  1820  to,  “REPUBLICA  DE  COLOMBIA,”  and  the  re- 
verse legend  to  “CUNDINAMARCA.” 


The  Hybrid  8 Reales  of  Colombia 


While  these  two  basic  types  are  familiar  to  collectors,  what  appears  to  be  a third  hybrid 
variety  has  come  to  our  attention  and  is  illustrated  here.  The  obverse  carries  the  legend 
“REPUBLICA  DE  COLOMBIA  (SDNSA  8)  while  the  reverse  carries  the  old  title  of  the 
Captaincy  General  of  Nueva  Granada  (SDNSA  1).  The  edge  is  similar  to  both  types  with 
the  alternating  squares  and  annulets.  The  diameter  is  39  mm  and  the  weight  23.68  grams. 

Guatemala 

In  his  book,  “Central  American  Coinage  Since  1821,”  Mr.  Holland  Wallace  did  not  list 
the  one  Real  piece  of  New  Guatemala  dated  1828  but  notes  that  the  existence  of  the  coin 
has  been  reported  but  not  confirmed. 

A Real  of  this  date  with  the  “N.  G.”  mint  mark  and  Assayer's  initial  “M“  is  listed  as 
No.  1894  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Julius  Guttag  collection  published  in  New  York  in  1929. 
The  existence  of  the  piece  can  be  confirmed  by  a specimen  in  our  possession.  The  design  is 
similar  to  the  Guatemalan  Real  of  1824.  On  the  obverse  the  sun  rises  over  the  five  volcanos. 

If  any  other  specimens  of  the  two  coins  described  above  are  in  the  cabinets  of  our 
readers  we  would  appreciate  being  informed  about  them.

W’c  have  used  the  term.  “Uninformed  Collector”  on  so  many  occasions  it  might  be  helpful 
to  consider  his  counterpart,  the  “Informed  Collector,”  by  way  of  a change.  W'hile  it  is  true 
that  many  devotees  of  the  hobby  never  have  to  crack  a book  and  still  manage  to  enjoy 
themselves,  it  is  equally  true  that  others  find  the  precise  historical  and  numismatic  knowledge 
gained  from  many  books  is  as  important  as  their  coins.  The  field  of  Ancient  coins  requires 
more  reading  and  familiarity  with  technical  and  background  information  than  any  other. 
The  collector  of  Ancient  coins  must  be  a reader  or  he  is  lost.  Perhaps  a current  example 
can  be  used  to  emphasize  the  pc^int. 

In  our  recent  Mail  Bid  Sale  there  was  the  denarius  of  Nero  illustrated  here.  The  buyer 
was  very  unhappy  with  the  coin  for  a variety  of  reasons,  some  of  them  not  unreasonable, 
given  human  nature.  All  of  these  paled  beside  the  one  great  fault.  He  wrote: 

“More  important  is  the  fact  that  the  coin  is  not  genuine.  General  style  is  one  clue. 
Examination  of  the  obverse  corrosion  shows  that  the  obverse  surface  is  only  a thin  silver 
shell  over  a base  core.  Proof  comes  in  the  weight  which  is  only  2.72  grams,  far  short  of 
the  approximately  4 grams  normal  for  a denarius  of  this  period,  and  the  specific  gravity 
of  7.35,  again  far  short  of  the  lO-j-  expected  for  silver  or  a silver-copper  alloy.”

It  is  certainly  hard  to  blame  him  for  objecting  to  a false  coin.  His  analysis  of  the  piece 
is  accurate,  well  expressed  and  shows  a familiarity  with  the  techniques  necessary  for  anyone 
attracted  to  Ancient  coins.  The  paragraph  is  excellent  but  quite  irrelevant  because  his  intention 
is  to  prove  that  the  coin  is  a forgery.  In  this  sense  his  efforts  were  entirely  wasted  because 
the  cataloger’s  description  of  the  piece  included  the  vital  word,  “Fourre.” 

On  the  assumption  that  the  collector  had  somehow  overlooked  this  important  designa- 
tion, which  certainly  should  be  familiar  to  anyone  interested  in  Roman  silver,  we  wrote  the 
gentleman  pointing  it  out.  The  following  reply  was  received: 

“I  am  glad  to  learn  the  significance  of  the  term  “Fourre”  which  was  tacked  onto  the 
description  of  Lot  1262.  After  questioning  several  members  of  the  ‘Davis’  Ancient  Coin 
Club  (not  the  real  name.)  who  had  also  never  heard  of  the  term  and  checking  numerous 
references,  I finally  found  a four  sentence  reference  in  a Sydenham  reprint.  A con- 
temporary forgery  such  as  this  would  be  a most  interesting  piece  if  in  better  condition.” 

It  seems  almost  impossible  that  the  writer  and  the  members  of  the  “Davis”  Ancient 
Coin  Club  had  never  even  heard  of  one  of  the  most  important  numismatic  terms  used  in 
connection  with  Roman  Coins  and  had  to  check  “numerous  references”  before  they  found  it. 
But  perhaps  this  lapse  in  the  gentleman's  basic  information  is  not  so  surprising.  Only  a few 
moments  ago  a nicely  dressed  lady  looking  at  a British  medal  dated  1958  in  Coin  Galleries 
asked,  “Are  you  sure  Elizabeth  11  is  the  present  Queen?”

During  the  last  century  and  a half  few  problems  have  aroused  greater  tea  pot  tempests 
than  the  adoption  of  a new  coin  design.  The  numismatic  history  of  the  United  States  is 
particularly  rich  in  stories  of  intramural  and  public  strife  every  time  the  question  of  changing 
the  familiar  appearance  of  the  coins  has  arisen.  In  the  end,  the  people  who  might  be  pre- 
sumed to  be  in  the  best  position  to  judge  whether  a design  is  suitable  or  not  generally  have 
been  the  losers.  Congressmen  have  been  particularly  notorious  in  their  interference.  But  we 
have  to  thank  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  for  supplying  the  typical  American  “Gibson 
Girl”  on  the  last  gold  eagle  with  a feathered  Indian  bonnet.  St.  Gaudens  knew  better. 

The  role  played  by  human  nature  in  the  matter  of  coin  designs  has  certainly  been 
an  important  one.  Most  of  our  readers  will  be  familiar  with  Pistrucci’s  refusal  to  create  a 
more  flattering  portrait  of  George  IV  based  on  another  artist’s  work.  To  bring  the  story  up 
to  date  we  reproduce  here  the  Dowager  Lady  Hardinge  of  Penshurst’s  story  of  Edward 
VIII’s  contribution  to  the  difficulty  of  finding  a coinage  portrait  that  would  satisfy  both  the 
Sovereign  and  the  Mint.  In  her,  “Loyal  to  Three  Kings”  she  wrote: 

“Shortly  before  we  managed  to  get  away  for  an  April  holiday  in  Greece,  Alec  became 
involved  in  the  Mint  Committee,  This  had  been  set  up  to  decide  on  the  issue  of  coins  bearing 
the  new  King’s  head.  The  meetings  took  place  in  Buckingham  Palace  in  the  evenings;  they 
lasted  for  a long  time  and  were  full  of  difficulty. 

“For  some  reason,  King  Edward  had  become  almost  obsessively  convinced  that  the  left 
side  of  his  face  was  more  handsome  than  his  right.  But  the  man  responsible  for  commission- 
ing the  coin  designs,  Sir  Robert  Johnson,  the  Deputy  Master  of  the  Mint,  had  not  been 
warned  about  this.  Following  long-established  tradition,  he  told  the  artists  to  portray  H.  M.’s 
right  side. 

“When  they  had  finished  their  drawings,  the  artists  came  to  the  Palace  to  show  them  to 
the  Committee.  The  King  looked  at  them  momentarily,  and  then  angrily  asked  the  artists 
why  they  had  drawn  him  from  the  ‘wrong’  side.  They  replied  that  this  was  what  they  had 
been  told  to  do. 

“The  King  insisted  that  he  looked  better  from  the  other  side,  and  the  artists  decided 
that  they  had  better  agree  with  him. 

“Sir  Robert,  however,  stood  his  ground.  He  said  that  which  ever  side  of  H.M.’s  face 
was  the  more  handsome  was  irrelevant.  It  was  the  Mint’s  rule  to  reverse  the  direction  in 
which  the  Monarch  faced  on  the  coins,  with  each  reign.  King  Edward  VTI,  he  explained 
patiently,  had  looked  to  the  right,  and  King  George  V to  the  left. 

“According  to  the  King’s  own  account,  H.M.  joked  rather  feebly:  ‘Now  1 see.  It  is 
just  as  if  the  Sovereigns  of  England  were  following  a perpetual  tennis  game  from  the  side 
lines.’ 

“Nobody  smiled.  Sir  Robert  again  stood  his  ground.  So  did  King  Edward.  ‘It  is  my  face 
that  is  to  be  used,’  he  later  reported  himself  as  saying.  ‘Isn’t  it  only  reasonable  that  1 should 
have  the  privilege  of  deciding  which  side  is  to  be  put  on  public  display?’ 

“Sir  Robert  said  that  he  would  do  what  he  could,  and  a few  days  later  he  returned  to 
the  Palace  with  the  artists  to  show  the  results  of  his  re-thinking.  The  right  side  of  the 
Royal  profile  had  been  taken,  according  to  H.M.’s  wishes,  and  then  turned  round  so  that  it 
faced  in  the  opposite  direction,  according  to  the  Mint’s.  It  was  a compromise  which  had 
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been  expected  to  satisfy  him,  but  it  did  not.  In  fact,  the  King  appeared  to  be  insulted  that 
the  artists  should  have  taken  a liberty  with  the  Royal  features.  Refusing  any  further  discus- 
sion, he  bluntly  ordered  Sir  Robert  to  forget  tradition,  and  to  do  what  he  had  been  told. 

“As  it  turned  out,  the  row  was  an  academic  one.  By  the  time  the  coins  were  ready. 
King  George  VI  was  on  the  throne.”

Hy  An  Anonymous  FApert 

Failor,  Kenneth  M.  Medals  of  the  Lniled  States  Mint.  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  1969.  275  pages.  Plates.  $3.50. 

The  first  official  publication  dealing  with  medals  stnick  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was 
placed  on  sale  the  day  the  new  mint  facilities  were  dedicated  on  August  14,  1969.  Kenneth 
M.  Failor’s,  “Medals  of  the  I'nited  States  Mint,”  is  an  attractively  produced  catalogue  of  our 
national  medals  commemorating  Presidents,  Treasury  and  Mint  officers,  military  heroes  and 
important  events  in  the  history  of  the  country.  It  is  modestly  priced  and  handsomely  illus- 
trated with  many  of  the  medals  shown  full  size.  A price  list  and  order  blank  is  included  to 
aid  in  ordering  examples  of  those  medals  still  restruck  today  and  available  for  sale  at  the 
Mint. 

While  the  new  book,  as  a pioneer  work,  has  much  to  recommend  it,  it  is  bound  to  be 
something  of  a disappointment  to  even  the  moderately  informed  numismatist.  The  author 
has  failed  to  provide  a reliable  guide  dealing  with  what  is,  after  all,  an  important  documen- 
tation of  our  American  heritage.  With  full  access  to  Treasury  files  and  other  government 
documentary  sources  Mr.  Failor  has  chosen  to  compile  a series  of  biographies  illustrated  by 
medals,  rather  than  a book  about  medals  supplemented  by  useful  brief  biographical  sketches. 
Long  biographies  of  presidents,  treasury  and  mint  officials,  army,  navy  officers  and  others 
portrayed  on  our  national  medals  fill  the  book,  often  with  repetitious  similarity.  As  an 
example,  the  biography  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  following  the  Major  General  U.  S.  Grant  Medal 
(pages  190-192)  repeats  much  of  the  material  used  in  his  biography  following  his  presi- 
dential medal  (pages  39-41). 

Nevertheless,  Mr.  Failor  has  filled  in  some  gaps  in  our  medallic  knowledge.  Information 
on  the  early  national  medals  is  known,  due  to  in  most  part  to  the  earnest  research  of  Joseph 
Florimond  Loubat  in  his  important  work,  “The  Medallic  History  of  the  United  Slates  of 

America  1776-1876.”  (1878).  And  of  course,  ample  data  is  available  on  our  most  recent 

medals.  But  there  was  a period  in  the  mid-19th  century  where  important  facts  were  missing 
(or  uncertain)  about  some  of  our  national  medals.  For  example,  who  were  the  engravers  of 
the  obverse  of  the  James  Knox  Polk  Presidential  Medal,  the  Zachary  Taylor  medal  and  the 
Abraham  Lincoln  Indian  Peace  Medal?  Mr.  Failor  has  filled  in  these  missing  gaps  (John 
Gadsby  Chapman,  Henry  Kirke  Brown,  J.  Wilson,  respectively),  but  then  does  not  tell  us 
who  was  the  sculptor  of  the  reverse  of  the  Major  General  Zachary  Taylor  Medal  (no.  421). 

The  author  also  omits  a bibliography.  This  is  unfortunate  because  there  are  some 

excellent  works  devoted  to  our  national  medals  in  addition  to  Loubat.  We  need  only  mention 
the  names  of  Snowden,  MeSherry  and  Hart  as  three  good  examples.  Unfortunately  this  re- 
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viewer  is  tempted  to  suggest  that  there  just  might  be  a good  reason  for  the  missing  bibli- 
ography. A list  of  source  books  could  direct  a reader  to  other  literature  on  the  subject.  If  he 
happened  to  consult  the  classic  Loubat  he  would  discover  that  the  descriptions  of  the  early 
medals  have  been  copied  word  for  word  and  sentence  for  sentence  right  down  to  the  last 
comma  and  semicolon  without  any  quotation  marks  or  acknowledgement  whatsoever.  For 
the  sake  of  the  record  we  can  mention  that  Webster  defines  the  meaning  of  the  verb  plagerize 
as,  “To  — pass  off  as  one's  own  (the  ideas,  words  writings  etc.,  of  another).”  Quotations 
from  standard  words  are  acceptable  and  often  helpful.  But  is  customary  to  acknowledge  the 
sources.  Not  to  do  so  is  generally  considered  plagerism. 

Numismatists  can  overlook  a reasonable  number  of  typographical  errors  in  a new  work 
(like  number  219  missing  on  page  121,  and  402  missing  on  page  163),  but  what  cannot  be 
overlooked  are  misattributions,  the  inaccurate  and  omitted  names.  Specifically: 

1.  George  T.  Morgan  is  the  sculptor  of  the  reverse  of  both  the  Andrew  W.  Melon 
Medal  (no.  211,  p.  107)  and  the  Ogden  L.  Miles  Medal  (no.  212,  p.  109),  not  John 
R.  Sinnock. 

2.  Sinnock  is  not  the  sculptor  of  the  reverse  of  the  Fred  M.  Vinson  Medal  (no.  215, 
p.  114).  This  reverse  is  similar  to  no.  118  by  the  Barbers. 

3.  George  T.  Morgan  is  the  sculptor  of  the  Wright  Brothers  Plaquette  (no  639,  p.  245), 
not  C.  E.  Barber. 

4.  The  full  name  of  Wright  (Lieutenant  General  Winfield  Scott  Medal,  no.  424,  p.  174) 
is  Charles  Cushing  Wright  — to  distinguish  him  from  Joseph  Wright. 

5.  The  name  of  Moritz  Furst,  the  Sculptor  of  the  three  medals  for  the  Defeat  of  the 
British  Fleet  on  Lake  Champlain  (nos.  513,  514  and  515,  p.  210),  has  been  omitted 
entirely. 

6.  The  name  of  George  T.  Morgan,  the  Sculptor  of  the  Frank  Edgar  Scobey  Medal 
(no.  314,  p.  151)  has  also  been  omitted. 

There  are  so  many  things  Mr.  Failor  could  have  done  to  have  made  his  book  useful 
for  numismatists.  He  could  have  told  us  when  and  why  the  medals  were  first  issued,  and 
given  details  about  the  pertinent  legislation.  It  would  also  have  been  interesting  to  know 
which  dies  were  engraved  directly  on  steel  and  which  were  reduced  from  the  original  models 
by  the  pantagraph  machine.  The  reader  is  not  provided  with  any  of  this  information.  The 
history  of  many  of  the  medals  is  absolutely  fascinating.  With  his  access  to  official  records, 
the  author  could  well  have  told  us  the  story  of  the  U.  S.  Diplomatic  Medal  (no.  635,  p.  242), 
or  the  Benjamin  Franklin  Medal  (no.  648,  p.  249),  to  pick  only  two  examples. 

But  the  shortcoming  of  Mr.  Bailor’s  book  should  not  discourage  interest  in  the  series  of 
our  national  medals  many  of  which  are  available  for  sale  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Where 
else  can  a collector  obtain  bargains  like  a medal  modeled  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaundens  for 
$5.00,  or  a beautiful  Washington  Bicentennial  medal  by  Laura  Gardin  Fraser  for  $2.50 
to  name  only  two. 

Needless  to  say  the  definitive  work  on  our  national  medals  still  remains  to  be  written. 
Certainly  the  chore  should  be  assigned  to  a competent  scholar  and  numismatist  rather  than 
an  employee  with  few  obvious  qualifications  other  than  a basic  acquaintance  with  the  “3  R’s,” 
which  everyone  on  the  government  payroll  is  required  to  have  unless  he  works  for  the 
Post  Office  Department.  Nevertheless,  with  all  its  shortcomings  we  would  advise  you  to  get 
a copy  of  “Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint.”  It  still  can  serve  a useful  function  in  guiding 
the  beginner  to  form  a collection  of  U.  S.  National  Medals.  They  are  an  interesting  record 
of  men  and  events  in  our  national  heritage.

ROMAN  MON ETA R^  STANDARDS 

“Under  the  Empire  gold  was  the  standard.  Augustus  had  a fixed  ratio  between  the  gold 
aureus  and  the  silver  denarius  in  a bimetallic  system.  By  the  time  of  Septimius  Severus 
(193-21 1 A.D.)  both  gold  and  silver  coins  had  been  very  much  debased.  Under  Caracalla 
(his  successor)  affairs  reached  a crisis.  The  gold  aureus  was  lowered  in  content,  and  the  silver 
coins  still  more  so.  Although  stringent  measures  were  adopted  to  keep  up  their  value,  it  was 
to  no  purpose.  His  immediate  successors  (Flagabalus  and  Severus  Alexander)  made  matters 
worse,  and  produced  the  wellknown  monetary  crisis  of  the  third  century  A.D.  Incessant 
alterations  of  the  coins  virtually  demonetized  gold.  It  circulated  only  by  weight  but  had  its 
own  market  value  independent  of  coinage  by  the  state.  From  this  welter  of  monetary  con- 
fusion there  was  no  relief  until  Constantine  (323-37  A.D.)  established  a fixed  gold  unit  in  the 
solidus  (3 12  A.D.)  to  which  other  metals  were  made  subsidiary.  Silver  was  in  use  only  as 
nominal  money.  It  was  this  gold  solidus  that  served  as  the  monetary  link  between  Roman 
and  modern  times.”

COINAGE  IN  CAROLINGIAN  EUROPE 

“Charlemagne  (768-814)  met  the  deficiency  of  coins  and  the  need  of  smaller  denomina- 
tions by  introducing  a system  of  silver  coinage  which  persisted  throughout  the  Carolingian 
and  into  the  earlier  Capetian  period.  The  Roman  “libra”  (pound  or  “livre”)  was  used  as  a 
weight  for  both  gold  and  silver  coins.  The  Teutonic  preference  for  silver,  the  metal  which 
was  found  in  the  German  mountains,  and  which  came  down  through  the  Austrasian  forbears 
of  Charlemagne  (Pepin  of  Heristal,  and  Charles  Martel),  was  doubtless  a reason,  in  addition 
to  the  small  values  exchanged,  for  the  adoption  of  the  silver  system.  Yet  gold  continued  to 
be  used,  even  though  uncoined.  In  the  edict  of  Charles  the  Bald  (843-77)  only  silver  coins 
were  mentioned,  but  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  purity  of  both  uncoined  gold  and  silver. 
Some  payments  were  made  in  solidi  of  gold.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  word  “solidus” 
did  not  refer  to  a coin,  but  to  the  amount  of  gold  formerly  found  in  such  a coin.”
